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FEEDING LEAVES 
BOOSTS APPLES 


Cornell University Announces 
Results of Tests to In­ 
crease Crop. 


Ithaca, N. Y., Feb. 6 (AP)—A 
project for making trees yield more 
fruit by feeding their leaves was an­ 
nounced Wednesday night at Cor­ 
nell university. 
The fact this can be done has 
been demonstrated by keeping an 
8-yeax-old apple tree in a sealed 
glass chamber vdth inlets and out­ 
lets for measuring everything the 
tree did. 
Ten-Year Program 
The new project proposes to find 
out, in a ten-year program, how to 
make a tree perform outdoors the 
feats this hot house tree did. The j 
subject is under direction of Prof. 
A. 
J. 
Heinicke, 
internationally 
known pomologist. 
Professor 
Heinicke’s 
glassed-in 
apple tree yielded a wealth of in­ 
formation on photosynthesis, the 
way a plant converts sun rays into 
fruit and other solid substances. It 
demonstrated that the tree’s food 
manufacturing process was directly 
proportional to the amount of sun­ 
light received. 
Cloudiness a Hindrance 
Even slight cloudiness on a bright 
day cut down the amount of food 
materials for making apples which 
this tree manufactured but it show­ 
ed also that simply getting more j 
sunlight would not necessarily in­ 
crease the yield of fruit. 
For this tree in eating sunlight 
was like a child with cake. 
When 
it was gorged with sunlight, it be­ 
haved like a surfeited child. It was 
“fed up,” couldn’t "eat any more" 
for a time. 
New Technique 
But the way this apple tree acted 
suggested a new technique for put­ 
ting leaves to work to eat more 
sunshine and so produce more or 
better apples. 
One new point is that since the 
leaf, and not the root of a tree, 
produces the carbonhydrates im­ 
portant in the yield of fruit, the 
life of the leaves of a fruit tree 
should be prolonged as long as pos­ 
sible. 
To this end Professor Heinicke 
strongly recommends use of nitro­ 
genous fertilizer for trees late in the 
summer.
